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Jailed for assault 


A TEENAGER who assaulted a 
student and smashed his jaw-bone 
during last summer’s disorder has 
been jailed for seven years. 

Beau Isagba, 18, of Icknield 
Drive, Ilford, was found guilty on 
Thursday, February 16, at Wood 
Green Crown Court of grievous 
bodily harm on Malaysian student 
Mohammed Asyraf Raziq Rossli. 

He was also found guilty of rob¬ 
bing Mr Rossli of his bicycle, two 
counts of burglary on August 8, 
2011 of SN Food and Wine and 
Betfred Totesport, both on Ilford 
Lane, Ilford, and two counts of 
violent disorder (in Barking and in 
Ilford). 

He received a sentence last 
Friday of 54 months for the griev¬ 
ous bodily harm and robbery to 
run concurrently, and 30 months 
for the two counts of burglary and 
two counts of violent disorder to 
run concurrently, totalling seven 
years. 

Investigating officer, Detective 
Sergeant Brett Hagen, said: 
“Isagba punched Mr Rossli’s jaw 
with such force that it broke in two 
places. He then had the audacity to 
steal his bicycle and ride off to 
commit further riot-related 
offences. This horrific and well- 
publicised incident unfortunately 
epitomised everything evil about 
the riots.” 

Det Sgt Hagen praised his offi¬ 
cers, Detective Constables Andy 
Revell and Nigel Griffiths, for 
their meticulous attention to detail 
when preparing the case file and 
relevant CCTV evidence, that 
secured the conviction. 

More than 2,500 people have 
been charged in connection with 
the summer riots so far.

Man jailed over gun and drugs 


A MAN from East Ham has 
been jailed for 10 years after 
being found with a loaded 
pump action shotgun and 49 
wraps of heroin. 

Jeffrey Anamo, 21, of 
Hameway, was sentenced at 
Inner London Crown Court 
last Tuesday after pleading 
guilty to charges of 
possession of a firearm and 
ammunition with intent to 
endanger life, possession with 
intent supply drugs (heroin) 
and handling stolen goods, 
namely body armour. 


The Met’s Central Task 
Force undertook a proactive 
operation targeting gang 
members in east London in 
early August last year. 

Anamo was stopped in 
Woolwich Manor Way, East 
Ham, and was arrested after 
being found in possession of a 
loaded shotgun; seven extra 
cartridges and a Hertfordshire 
Police body armour. 

Later searches of his home 
address also uncovered 49 
wraps of heroin. 

Officers believe that the 


shotgun would have been 
made available and used by 
Anamo and other gang mem¬ 
bers in east London. 

Detective Inspector Colin 
Stephenson said: “This gun 
was destined to be used by 
criminal gangs on the streets 
of London. The Met is com¬ 
mitted to reducing violence 
carried out by gangs within 
the Metropolis. I have no 
doubt by seizing this loaded 
firearm, our officers have pre¬ 
vented murders or serious 
injuries to others.”

HAVERING is one of 
the worst hotspots for 
alcohol-fuelled crime 
in Greater London. 

The Metropolitan 
Police said that, in the 
last five years, nearly 
80 per cent of Grevious 
Bodily Harm cases in 
Romford Town Centre 
took place between the 
hours of 10pm and 
4am, while nearly 60 
per cent of Actual 
Bodily Harm cases 
take place over the 
same time. 

Havering Police’s 
licensing officer, David 
Fem, said the problems 
were not down to one 
premises in particular, 
but they all had an 
effect. 

He said: “They all 
impact on the town 
centre and the current 
situation of the impact 
doesn’t promote the 
licensing objectives of 
prevention of crime 
and disorder and public 
nuisance.” 

Under section 27 of 
the Violent Crime and 
Reduction Act, police 
have the power to make 
someone leave an area 
if they believe their 
presence would cause, 
or contribute to, alco¬ 
hol related crime. 

In Havering, 341 
Section 27 notices have 
been issued in the last 
year alone. 

The police also have 
the power to remove 
alcohol if it is being 
drunk in an area with a 
high number of alco¬ 
hol-related crimes and, 
in the last year, 
Havering Police has 
confiscated alcohol 
from 120 people in 
Romford town centre 
alone. 

In December 2010
